El Yanqui fast week won the top 
award as the outstanding paper in 
its class in the first Gold Medal 
Collegiate Press Competition con- 
ducted by the State Fair during 
California’s Spring Festival. 

The MPC paper was one of five 
winning gold medals in the compe- 
tition to determine California’s 
best collegiate newspapers. Other 
Gold Medal winners were student 
papers of the University of South- 
ern California, Los Angeles Valley 
College, Riverside City College 
and Ventura College. 

El Yanqui was entered in the 
class for newspapers in junior col- 
leges with less than 1,500 enroll- 
ment. In that category, the Foot- 
hill Sentinel of Foothill Junior Col- 
lege won a Silver Medal and Chaf- 


Work Starts on Pool; 
To Be Finished Sept. 6 


Ground was broken this week for 
MPC’s new swimming pool, due 
for completion on Sept. 5. 

The pool, part of a three unit 
expansion project by the college, 
will be of standard Olympic and 
NCAA size, 60 by 75 feet, and 
eight lanes wide. There will be a 
deck around the pool 15 to 20 feet 
wide, and fencing around the pool 
and deck. There are also plans for 
bleachers. 

The shallow end of the pool will 
be three feet, six inches deep and 
the depth will go to 12 feet at the 
deep end. At the deep end will be 
two diving boards, one and three 
meters. 

Also included are plans for new 
locker room facilities for about a 
thousand students.

William Winter commented that 
the British passport allowed 
Greene fo travel in many areas 
restricted to the American news- 
man. This allowed him to come in 
direct contact with the people in 
Canton, Hangkow and Peking. 

Through his affiliation with the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
Mr. Greene has been called upon 
by the British government to head

On a June day, sixty-six years 
ago, a young man handed over 
$3,000 in borrowed money and in 
return he became owner of a news- 
paper. That afternoon he sat down 
to write his first editorial. “In the 
first place,’ he wrote, “the new 
editor hopes to live here until he 
is the old editor, until some of the 
visions which rise before him as he 
dreams shall have come true.” 


The man, William Allen White, 
did remain to become “the old edi- 
tor,’ and his attempt to realize his 
dreams caused his small-town 
Emporia, Kansas, Gazette to be- 
come the journalist’s ideal of the 
“right kind of newspaper.” Biog- 
rapher Daivd Hinshaw, himself a 
Gazette reporter, tells White's 
story in A Man From Kansas.

The man from Kansas is a fas- 
cinating person, one who said in 
his first editorial that he would 
support GOP candidates “first, last, 
and always,” only to become a na- 
tional leader of the Bull Moose 
Progressive fifteen years later. 
He is a publisher who had definite 
ideas about the worst enemy of 
the press, and this enemy was not, 
oddly enough, congressional in- 
vestigating committees, but rather, 
bad publishers — the corrupt, the 
commercial, and the country- 
clubbers who treated journalism as 
a hobby. 

White’s success story told in 
capsule form would be ever so 
trite, starting his enterprise with 
$1.50 in his pocket, running his 
paper by himself for two years, 
eventually becoming a financial 
success, and the final scene, (stir- 
ring background music, cameras 
in close to catch the moist eyes) 
winning the Pulitzer Prize. But 
Hinshaw has avoided both cap- 
sules and triteness, and this in spite 
of his obvious affection for White.

MUN Is Over, 
Delegates Back

the delegates heard Frederick Bo- 
land, president of the General As- 
sembly say “the sad fact is that the 
situation in the United Nations As- 
sembly is merely a reflection of the 
situation of the world. Because the 
Assembly of the United Nations 
mirrors the world as it is.” 


In spite of all its problems Bo- 
land said the Assembly has become 
the “town meeting of the world to 
a greater extent than before.” 


The delegates then plunged into 
their own version of a world town 
meeting, as they split up to attend 
meetings of the Political and Se- 
curity, Economic and Finance, So- 
cial, Humanitarian and Cultural, 
Trustee ship, Disarmament, Spe- 
cial Political and ECOSOC groups. 


The MPC delegates caucused 
frequently with other countries in 
the Latin-American bloc and all 
the nations in the Western bloc to 
determine common positions on 
such crucial issues as disarmament, 
admission of Red China, the Laos 
situation, alleged intervention in 
internal affairs of Latin-American 
countries by the Cubans, food sur- 
pluses, economic development of 
underdeveloped countries, South 
Africa’s aparthied policy, popula- 
tion control and the Angola affair. 

The MPC delegation voted with 
the majority on all eight major 
resolutions passed by the General 
Assembly. The resolutions includ- 
ed one calling for a 14-nation com- 
mittee to work out an amicable 
solution for the Laotian situation 
and for full support in the Congo. 
A.resolution for total disarmament 
was passed with a vote of 74-0 
after several] amendments, some of 
which were engineered by the 
MPC delegation. There were a 
few abstentions. 

A resolution to look into the in- 
terference into internal affairs of 
Latin America by the revolutionary 
government of Cuba was passed by 
a vote of 20-18-42, The Cuban dele- 
gation walked out of the Assembly 
at this point in the meeting. 

A food surplus resolution was 
passed enabling some countries to 
obtain food from the UN. A reso- 
lution calling for a study and pilot 
program in economic development 
in underdeveloped countries was 
passed as was a resolution for the 
censuring of Portugal regarding 
the Angola affair. The Portuguese 
delegation also left the Assembly 
followed by the Brazilian delega- 
tion. 

South Africa, in another resolu- 
tion, was condemned for her policy 
of aparthied and her non-compli- 
ance with the International Court 
of Justice decision. 

Men of the MPC delegation were 
housed in a fraternity and the 
women in a coop. All delegates ate 
in the University Student Union. 
Committee sessions and caucuses 
were held in rooms of the Student 
Union and sessions of the General 
Assembly were held in MacArthur 
Court. 

The major social event of the 
session was the MUN banquet held 
in the ballroom of the Student 
Union. 

At the banquet host schools 
for the 1962 and ’63 sessions were 
announced. The host school for ’62 
is San Diego State while San Jose 
State will host the 1963 MUN.
